Says England Had 
No Right to Expect

LONDON, April 17.—Prime 
Minister Lloyd George in his re- 
cent speech assured the House 
of Commons that the allies ex- 
pected a large American army 
in France in the spring. How

that “‘we depended upon it large- 
ly to make up the defection of 
Russia.’”’

“We, the striking employes of the 
various garment manufacturers, do 
hereby agree to return to work and 
submit all our grievances to the Na- 
tional Labor Board, provided the 
manufacturers will agree to reinstate 
all employes on strike to their for- 
mer positions, on or before April 
25, without discrimination or preju- 
dice, at the same wage scale and 
announced increases and at the same 
working hours as existed at the time 
of the strike.”’

CANADA TO CALL YOUTHS “= 
19. INTO MILITARY SERVICE 


Agriculture Exemptions to Be Abol- 
ished in Effort to Raise Reinforce- 
ments for Army in Flanders. 

OTTAWA, April 17 (By A: P.).— 
The Canadian Government in an of- 
ficial statement announces it had 
decided upon measures necessary to 
obtain immediately substantial rein- 
forcements for the Canadian expedi- 
tionary force. 

The Government has decided that 
unmarried men and ‘widowers  be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 23, are not 
indispensable to agriculture and oth- 
er essential industries. They will be 
called out first, and all exemptions 
in their case abolished. 

An order-in-council has been 
formulated which provides that 
youths upon reaching 19, are sub- 
ject to the service military act. 

The Government is authorized un- 
der the military service act to raise 
100,000 men. 

The Minister of Militia is given 
authority to grant exemption in the 
class called to young men with rel- 
atives at the front. This . ground 
alone is recédgnized for exemption.

schools. Edmund Seuel, treasurer 
and manager of the Concordia Pub- 
lishing House, said today that all 
the 22 Luthern parish schools have 
discontinued instruction in German, 
and that six or seven congregations 
had dropped the use of German in 
church services. 

17 “German Catholic” Churches. 

Archbishop Glennon of the Roman 
Catholic archdiocese of St. Louis to- 
day said he had the question of elim- 
inating German under consideration. 
There are 17 so-called “German 
Catholic”? churches in St. Louis. As 
in all other Catholic churches, the 
ritual of the services is in Latin, but 
in part at least the sermons and an-’ 
nouncements are in German. 

‘We are living in strange times,” 
said the Archbishop. “I have heard 
the suggestion made that all lan- 
guages except English should _ be 
eliminated. As I understand it, we 
are not making war on languages, 
but on false principles. In most of 
the so-called German churches En- 
glish is used to greater extent than 
German. The announcements are 
made in both languages and as a 
rule only one of the Sunday sermons 
is in German.

In capturing Wytschaete and 
height of Spanbroekmolen to 
southwest, the Germans drove the 
British from the high ground at the 
southern tip of the Messines-Pas- 
schendaele Ridge, which extends for 
14 ‘miles from Wulverghem to 
Passchendaele in a northeasterly di- 
rection.

Ypres lies four miles directly north 
of Wytschaete and between them are 
the heights of Klein Zillebeke and 
Observatory Ridge,-which are equal 
in height to Wytschaete, more than 
60 yards. .

IRISH HOME RULE 


Government ‘to Introduce 
Legislation at Once and 
Give It Full Support, 
Cabinet Member Says. 


MAN POWER BILL 
PASSES THIRD READING 


Premier Asserts in Address 
That Justice to Ireland Is 
Essential to Proper Sup- 


port of England. 


LONDON, April 17 (By A. P.).— 
By a majority of 198 the House of 
Commons last night adopted the 
third reading of the Government 
man power bill after an exciting 
debate, originated by John Dillon, 
Nationalist leader. Dillon again 
strongly attacked the Government 
policy and moved omission of the 
clause applying conscription to Ire- 
land. 

The Nationalist members again 
showed themselves unrepentingly op- 
posed to conscription, while Sir Ed- 
ward Carson, the Ulster leader, also 
made a warm talk on the Govern- 


ment methods. 

The most important speeches of 
the debate were those by George 
Nicoll Barnes, labor mémber of the 
War Cabinet, without portfolio, and 
Premier Lloyd George. Barnes, prob- 
ably as a result of the conference of 
the labor Ministers with the Pre- 
mier, on Monday was able to an- 
nounce that the Government would 
immediately introduce a home rule 
bill and would use the greatest influ- 
ence to pass it or fall in the attempt. 

Wants America Satisfied. 

Premier Lloyd George in an im- 
portant speech confirmed the state- 
ment by Barnes and greatly empha- 
sized the importance, even the urgen- 
cy, of satisfying American public 
opinion on the question of self-de- 
termination for Ireland at the mo- 
ment when America was so gen- 
erously brigading her troops with the 
allied armies. 

The Premier was given a great 
ovation after his confident statement 
to the House on the situation on the 
front. Finally under application of 
the closure, Dillon’s motion was lost 
by 296 to 123 and the clause carried. 
The bill was passed’on third reading 
and tabled, the Nationalists remain- 
ing in opposition to the last, Dillon 
exclaiming: ‘“‘The worst day’s work 
done for Ireland since the. war be- 
gan.” 

“Tt is desirable in the interest of 
the war that we should settle the 
Irish question and produce something 
like contentment in Ireland and good 
will in America,’’ said the Premier 
in his speech. 

Lloyd George believed that Amer- 
ican opinion supported the man- 
power bill, provided self-government 
was given to Ireland, and it was of 
the greatest importance at the mo- 
ment America was rendering to the 
allies great aid on the battlefield that 
Great Britain should satisfy Amer- 
ican opinion. Nothing would tend 
more to secure the greatest measure 
of American assistance: 

Lloyd George said the best way to 
convince American opinion that En- 
gland is dealing fairly by Ireland 
was for the British Parliament to 
tender such a measure of self-gov- 
ernment to _ Ireland as to satisfy 
American opinion and He _ believed 
that the Government could do that. 

“The Government, therefore, ar- 
rived at the conclusion that self-gov- 
ernment is an essential war meas- 
ure,” he said. 

United Front Necessary. 

In regard to the statement made by 
the Government would carry -the bill, 
Lloyd George said the Government 
could only use all its influence to 
carry it. If it is not carried, those 
responsible for its failure to carry 
ought, in all. conscience, accept the 
responsibility for the direction of the 
war without it. It is impossible to 
face the difficulties in Ireland with- 
out a united country, he said. 

“It is impossible to secure’ unity 
unless every section feels that jus- 
tice has been done, not merely by 
compelling Irishmen to-take a full 
share in the war’s .burden, but by 
securing to them the principle of 
self-determination for which we are 
fighting in every theater,” he con- 
tinued. “We entered the war- for 
that principle. We have never de- 
parted from it, and hope we shall 
be able to enforce it at the peace con- 
ferénce.” 

He added that if the Irish mem- 
bers were to reject the bill it would 
be their responsibility. 
Joseph Devlin exclaimed: 
the cat is out of the bag.” 
Premier Lloyd George added that 
the Government could not possibly 
have resistance to the Home Rule 
bill used as a lever to defeat con- 
scription, and that was why each 
measure must be taken on its mer- 
its.

‘There may be hope and there 
may be despondency, but if we 
stand together firmly and stead- 
fastly not giving way to fear or 
panic, prepared to give and take 
in all measures—if all parties in 
Great Britain, yes in Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland stand together, 
Irishmen in Ireland fighting 
with Irishmen who are coming 
across the flood in millions to 
fight in brigades with British 
troops—if we do that we will 
win through in the end.” 

All the latter part of the Pre- 
mier’s speech was punctuated 
with cheers, and he was given 
a great ovation as he left the 
House. 


fered, any resistance in Ireland would 
meet with sympathy here, which 
would paralyze the effort to enforce 
conscription in Ireland. 

The Premier referred especially to 
the attitude of the Labor party, add- 
ing: 

“It is useless to put this bill on 
the statute books unless we intend to 
enforce it, and it is useless to try to 
enforce it, unless behind the Govern- 
ment there is a feeling that Ireland 
has been justly treated. Moreover, 
Ireland is not the only country to be 
considered. 

“As to America, the opinion reach- 
ing the Government is that sentiment 
in America supports the bill pro- 
vided self government is offered Ire- 
land. It is vital to us at the moment 
that America is coming to our aid 
through the most remarkable decis- 
ion ever taken by any executive. 
President Wilson’s decision was not 
without difficulty, but it was the only 
way America could render practical 
assistance in this battle. 

“In these circumstances America is 
entitled to expect from the British 
Government—though they could not 
ask any Government to carry out do- 
mestic legislation—that they would 
smooth these difficulties and at any 
rate not increase them. I am cer- 
tain nothing would help more at the 
present juncture to secure the full 
measure of American assistance than 
the determination of the British Par- 
liament to tender to Ireland her own 
Parliament.” 

Protests Over Words. 

The Premier’s use of the terms 
“offer” and ‘“‘tender’’ evoked irritated 
eries from the Irish benches. The 
Premier continued: ‘‘The honorable 
members are seeking quarrels where 
none are intended.’’ 

Premier Lloyd George said he was 
afraid it was impossible to argue 
with those who refused to believe it 
a matter for congratulation that 
though an army of 5,000,000 had re- 
tired from the alliance, the two or 
three nations that remained had been 
able to put up such a fight as they 
had until the great American repub- 
lic came in. 

Replying to Sir Edward Carson’s 
criticisms, the Premier said that if 
it had been merely a matter of a year 
or two possibly no grave consequences 
would have arisen for Ireland, but 
what had happened had shown that 
if the war was prolonged a contin- 
uation of the state of suspense was a 
matter of vital interest not merely 
to Ireland, but to the empire. 

In introducing the man-power 
bill, he said the Government had con- 
sidered nothing but the best means 
for prosecuting the war. They were 
confronted with a need for more men 
because the Germans had just sum- 
moned to the colors another 550,000 
men for training. Great Britain must 
make ready for them, then; the Gov- 
ernment had to introduce a measure 
of the most drastic character. No- 
body would deny the great emerg- 
ency and the Government included 
Ireland reluctantly and only because 
they were convinced that there would 
be a great sense of injustice and re- 
sentment at the carrying out of this 
measure unless Ireland were includ- 
ed. 


No Analogy With JU. S. 

The Premier declared that no fair 
analogy could be drawn between the 
applicatian of the present bill to Ire- 
land and the attempt to tax the 
American colonies against their will, 
because in the latter case it was a 
matter of taxation without represen- 
tation and, further, no measure of 
self-government was claimed by any 
responsible body representing Ire- 
land in the House. He asked if it 
ever had been contended that ques- 
tions bearing upon the organization 
of the army and navy and defense of 
the country and the empire should 
be entrusted to any Parliament ex- 
cept the Imerial Parliament.

In the report stage of the man- 
power bfll, John Dillon, chairman of 
the Irish Nationaligts, moved the 
omission of the Irish clause and 
pressed the Government to give its 
real plans. He recommended that 
the Government go to the counties of 
Antrim and Down and try to hold 
conscription meetings. That, he said, 
would open the Government's eyes. 

“Doubtless the giving of home rule 
would produce a .great effect,’ he 
said, “but at the present time. the 
Government appeared neither able to 
carry on the war successfully nor ac- 
cept peace; neither able to govern 
Ireland nor allow Ireland to govern 
herself.” 

Dillon said he. had been 40. years 
in public life during some of the 
stormiest periods of Irish history, but 
he solemnly warned the Government 
that he never had known anything 
to approach the feeling in Ireland 
today. | 

If conscription was applied, the 
chaos and confusion ensuing would 
be appalling and, he declared, Ire- 
land would be turned into another 
Belgium.

When he would talk about ap- 
pointments he would always say, ‘I 
love this man. He is my friend. I am 
willing to do anything for him per- 
sonally that I can. , But can we be 
sure he has the ability o tdo the 
work for the public. We can’t af- 
ford to put a man in who can’t do 
right.’ 

“He never expected these’ things 
to be uttered when he spoke them, 
and they would never have been save 
on this sad occasion. How many of 
us can say we serve a code of honor 
so great? 

“Some said he was cold because 
before he took a position he care- 
fully: looked over things. He would 
never impulsively do anything, and 
never attempted a thing he could not 
carry through successfully. 

He Was Fighter. 


“In this man’s heart the domi- 
nant thought was _ service to his 
country. He was a fighter. and he 


had to fight because he_ served his 
country first. He had to hew a path 
through the forest. He was far di- 
vorced from the type of man who 
says, ‘How can I, myself, gain, how 
can I save my little soul.’ That was 
why Stone had to fight and is why 
he did fight. 

“The man who heeds the beck and 
call of every vote’ getter, has the 
nomination handed to him and he 
keeps the saddle through his meth- 
ods after he is in. But Stone rode 
his horse through contending hosts 
and fought for right. 

“Who is there who knew better 
than he his vote’ was unpopular 
when he refused to vote for war?

“Before he made that refusal he 
said to he, ‘I must oppose this 
thing because I believe it is the most 
tragicthing in the history of this- 
nation.

“Senator Stone feared nothing 
but failure or disgrace. He never 
feared man and never turned his 
back to duty. His patriotism was 
so high, most men would not be-'| 
lieve it was so pure and undefiled. 

“Out of battle he was the ten- 
derest man and the quickest to for- 
give an enemy I ever knew. He de- 
livered thousands of lectures to mé 
about “Letting the dead past bury 
its dead,’ telling me to always con- 
sider the other man’s viewpomt and 
thus find it easy to forgive him. 

“To his people he was a most 
faithful servant. Should the hum- 
blest negro in the State of Missouri 
write to him in pencil on common 
wrapping paper and request some- 
thing be done, Stone would have

WHITE BREAD AND ROLLS ARE 
DARKER UNDER NEW RULES 


Results of 5 Per Cent Increase in 
Wheat Substitutes by Bakers 
Begin to Show. 

White bread and rolls have be- 
come darker in appearance since 
Monday, when the Food Administra- 


sale and retail bakers to increase the 
amount of wheat flour. substitutes 
from 20 to 25 per cent, became ef- 
fective. 

Bakers have been using 20 per 
cent of substitutes since Feb. 24, but 
the added 5 per cent has caused 
bread and rolls to become consider- 
ably darker. It was done to effect 
a further saving of wheat flour, but 
the rule does not apply to sweet 
dough products such as coffee cake, 
pies and pastry of all kinds. 

The St. Louis Food Committee has 


public eating places that instead of 
serving white bread first and wheat 
flour substitutes only when request- 
ed, the order be reversed and corn 
bread, bran muffins or rye bread be 
served first and’ white bread only 
upon request. , 

The committee has pointed out 
that a substantial saving of wheat 
flour can be brought about in this 
way and guests can be served with 
four ounces of the. substitutes in 
place of the two ounces of white 
bread or rolls prescribed by the Fed- 
eral Food Administration.

spondents_in France, that the cen- 
sorship should be relaxed to an ex- 
tent where more news might be sent 
about the casualties in the American 
army. He said he knew from 
actual experience that the _ loss- 
es in.some divisions, particularly the 
Rainbow Division, had been heavy.

The St. Louis Chamber of Commerce’s request 
to Congress that authority be given to fix the 
price of wheat substitutes looks’ to the abatement 
of profiteering a& outrageous as any known since 


‘lthe declaration of war, outside of leather and 


clothing profiteering. 

As soon as it was made obligatory to purchase 
with given quantities of flour a fixed percentage 
of flour substitutes, unconscionable increases were 
made in the price of substitutes. The consumer 
was, accordingly, caught in a trap in whoseecon- 
struction his own Government. has assisted to 
some extent. To obtain the flour he needed at 


5 1-2 cents a pound, he was compelled to pay 6 or 8} 


cents a pound, or even higher prices, for corn- 
meal when corn was selling in the market for 
much less a bushel than wheat.

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LIFE WASTE AND PIRE WASTE. 

President Wilson has denounced preventable 

fires as a public “dereliction” which should be 
checked in this time of emergency and need for 
conserving all resources. 
. Mr. Hoover has directed attention to the great 
destruction of food in fires and urged ceaseless 
Vigilance in the future. From insurance com- 
panies, banks and other institutions whose facili- 
ties of observation cause them to be especially 
impressed by the fire waste, appeals are issued 
for greater precautions. 

The fire loss of the United States bes averaged 
about $235,000,000 a year during the last 11 years, 
a per capita loss of about $2.35 for every man, 
woman and child in the population. The greatest 
per capita fire loss abroad is 49 cents in France, 
one-fifth of ours. England's is only 83 cents 
and 1.0lland’s as low as 11 cents. 

A subject of the very highest importance in all 
years, intensive effort for a reduction of loss 
while the war lasts, is urged for the same reasons 
on which Secretary Redfield urged a reduction in 
the waste of human life—30,000 a year killed and 
300,000 injured—caused by preventable industrial 
accidents.

MISSING.’’+—Official report. 


Much may be read into the 
ambiguous word ‘“‘missing.” Applied 
to a wife or an actress’ jewelry it can 
mean anything.

The following interview of a reporter with the Countess of Reading, wife 
of England’s Lord Chief Justice, who is now acting as British Ambassador 
to Washington, is of exceptional interest for American women, 
first interview, so far as is known, that Lady Raeding has granted ‘to an 
American newspaper since she came to this country.

HESE were almost the first 
words of Lady Reading when 

I saw her a few days ago in 
Washington, after she had consented 
to give me an interview. As the last 
syllable left her lips, it was not hard 
to see that her ladyship shared the 
thought that is uppermost in the 
mind of nearly every woman in En- 
gland. Her eyes unconsciously turned 
to a table near by, where there stood 
a framed photograph of a handsome 
man in uniform. 

“He is my son, Viscount Erleigh,” 
she said simply, as if she had read 
my unspoken question. ‘He has been 
in France for two years as a Captain 
in the Royal Fusiliers.’’ 

We were sitting in the drawing 
room at the British embassy, where 
I had called by appointment for a 
chat with the wife of the Earl of 
Reading, our new Ambassador, the 
only Lord Chief Justice of England 
temporarily relin- 
quished his high office to assume an- 
Despite the bright March 
sunshine that streamed in through 
the windows, the room was a bit cold 
and we were hugging the fire. 

Tries to Save U. S: Coal. 

“You see,’’ said Lady Reading, “‘we 
are trying to save fuel, so I have let 
the furnace go out, and we only have 
our open fires.’’ 

Lady Reading, as she sat on a 
couch bythe fire, holding out ene 
long, delicate hand to the blaze as she 
talked, looked more like a French 
Marquise. of the old regime than an 
English woman. She is tall and very 
slender, with lovely, wavy gray hair, 
arranged in a pompadour. Her com- 
plexion is delicate and shell-like, and 
she has soft gray eyes in which lurks 
just a suspicion of anxiety and brave 
endurance. 

“I believe,” said I, “that American 
women would like to know of oppor- 
tunities for service that may have 
been overlooked or neglected here. 
English women must have learned 
many things in the past four years 
of which we are still pitifully ig- 
norant.”’ 


at % HAT’S a tall order,” said 


Lady Reading, ‘“‘and one 

that will be very hard to 
fill. In the first place, it is far too 
soon for me to judge of what you are 
doing in America, but I have seen 
what American women are doing in 
England, and it is perfectly splendid. 
Just before leaving London, I went 
to the American Officers’ Club, the 
hostel for American nurses and your 
London branch of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. They come 
early in the morning, don their uni- 
forms and big chintz aprons, and 


work all day like Trojans. At the 
club prominent women living in Lon- 


don do practically all the work. 
Each particular squad of workers 
has its own particular headdress— 
that of the waitress being entirely 
different from that of the chamber- 
maid, the pantry assistant or the of- 
fice worker. The hostel for nurses 
is run on the same plan. 

“When I dropped in to see the 
nurses, there had just been an air 
raid, and I found them as calm and 
unconcerned as if it were an every- 
day occurrence; and, as a matter of 
fact, many of them had just arrived 
in England. There are many more 
magnificent ‘war relief activities con: 
ducted by the American colony, and 
then, as you know, so many of our 
great English ladies were Americans. 

Prisoners Her Special Care. 

“As to the work to be done here, 
I think that it will develop as your 
needs increase, and it is: difficult to 
foresee the exact nature of those 
needs, In England the hospital work 
grew as the wounded began to pour 
in at our doors. That need you have 
seen and provided for. Industria! 
work for women began when we had

began when we realized that the 
hope of the future lay in them. 
“You have opened the way, how- 
ever, for me to talk of my own pet 
charity, for I believe you have no- 
thing of the kind here.
